Citation D5 discloses a wet brake system in which the stator is provided with internal fluid flow paths through 
which the lubricating liquid contained in the housing flows. The claimed invention differs from this prior art in "< 
that a separate cooling fluid flows through the stator. Each of citation D1-D4 discloses a braking system in 
which a cooling fluid flows through the stator. It would be obvious to a skilled addressee to combine the 
disclosure of any one of citations D1-D4 with that of D5 and thereby arrive at the claimed invention. 

Furthermore appended claims 2-10 add only features that are either disclosed in these citations or are common 
general knowledge in the art and which therefore cannot contribute to patentable invention. 

Claims 1-10 therefore lack an inventive step. 
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
